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When the circus comes to town!

AS DR Pazyl Egamberdiyev 
slowly circles the main ring, the 
lights dim and the music lowers 
to a barely audible whisper. 
Sealed in chairs inside the ring, 
are his subjects. A mere glance 
firom the doctor is enough to set 
his patients' hands wringing in 
nervousness. 

"I will send you into a refresh* 
ing sleep," he tells his volun¬ 
teers. "You shall stay in a trance 
for as long as I command you. 

"Relax. Breath slowly. Lock 
both your hands together. Lift 
them above your head and let's 
bean," he says. 

One by one he approaches the 
seated participants. Fixing his 
gaze upon their eyes, he raises 
His hand. Gently, he makes a 
sweeping motion over his sub¬ 
jects 1 ^ foreheads and behind their 
heads. As he repeals the motion 
with every participant, each 
slowly falls asleep. 

Dr Egamberdiyev — hypno¬ 
tist, psychologist and illusionist 
— is one of the 30 members of 
the USSR State Circus Touring 
Company. Complete with 
clowns, acrobats, jugglers as 
well as bears, dogs, pigeons and 
snakes, the circus has been put¬ 
ting on shows in Amman to the 
delight of Jordanian audiences 
since August. 

The circus, in order to survive 
financially, has to continually at¬ 
tract a large audience as it trav¬ 
els around the continents. To do 
this, the circus has a wide array 
of acts (hat seek to satisfy the 
tastes of the audiences 1 different 
ages. 

Dr Egamberdiyev, one of the 
biggest draws of the circus, ap¬ 
pears on the fully illuminated 
ring to the accompaniment of vi¬ 
brant music, offering his anxious 
audience an experience of a life¬ 
time —to participate in a hypno¬ 
sis experiment 

The method of hypnosis used 
by Dr Egamberdiyev is based on 
the principles of electromagne¬ 
tism. Eyery human body, he 
says, has a magnetic field around 
him or her which controls the be¬ 
havior of an individual and is re¬ 
sponsible, to a great extent, for 
many of his or her ailments. 

He claims to be gifted with a 
sense of magnetism and with the 
ability to control electromagnet¬ 
ic waves mentally. Asked if one 
could;acquire such frills, Dr 

■ Egamberdiyev says that such an 
ability; is an inborn gift which 
could be enhanced and expanded 
through learning and practice.

While Dr Egamberdiyev 
brings a certain amount of ex¬ 
citement and a sense of the mys¬ 
terious to his shows, the circus' 
performing bears bring nothing 
but sheer delight Their cute 
clumsiness and good "skills" 
have won the hearts of children 
and parents alike. - 

Larissa and Boris Smirnoff, 
owners and trainers of the circus' 
one Brown and two Himalayan 
bears, said that it was a nurtur¬ 
ing effort which allows them to 
poform and train the bears. 

. "These adorable bears are still 
beasts and handling and training 
them isn't easy," they said. "We 
bought (hem when they were 
only three months old and bot¬ 
tle-fed these giant babies for 
eight months." 

Playing the role of mother and 
father to the youhg cubs led to a 
trust factor developing between 
owner and animal, allowing 
them to properly train the bears.

stop with the maturity of the 
bears. During the shows, Larissa 
and Boris reward the bears with 
biscuits for a good performance 
in order to continually reinforce 
.good behavior. 

While a hypnotist and dancing 
bears enchant the children, no 
circus could ever satisfy the 
youngster, or their parents for 
that matter, without the main sta¬ 
ple of every big lop — the 
clowns. 

Sergei Sayutin and Oleg Pav¬ 
lenko are welt aware of their role 
once the paint comes on and the 
show begins. While they delight 
the audience, behind the perpetu¬ 
al smile is a constant concentra¬ 
tion and an awareness of their 
jobs, they said. 

"A clown must be equally 
good in juggling, acrobatics, 
rope-walking (and other skills)," 
Sergei said. "There arc many 
good jugglers and acrobats but 
they do not always become 
clowns." 

The act can be based on simple 
principles or something as com¬ 
plex as yoga. Oleg, for instance, 
has several stunts that incorpo¬ 
rate basic lessons from yoga. In 
one, he starts by contracting his 
stomach muscles, alternating 
them with his stomach swaying 
in unison with a flame in hand to 
achieve a stunning effect. T 
Another part of the act in¬ 
volves him dislocating and relo-* 
eating the joints in ms arms to 
create an illusion similar to that 
of a moving snake. If not for be¬ 
ing well-versed in yoga princi¬ 
ples of breathing and concentra¬ 
tion, the act could literally be a 
crunching one. 

“In my performing these acts, 
the technique of breath control is 
vital," he said. "Controlled 
breathing helps the body to with- 
• stand pain. I command 'myself 
not to feel pain. The possibilities 
of a human mind and body are 
? limitless." As if to illustrate, 
Oleg cites the part of his act in 
which he walks barefoot on 
bioken glass without any cuts. 
While the circus has many 
acts that requires constant train- 
tog, officials always try to Incor- 
.. porate something new or unusual 
to suit the tastes of the local au- 
. diene?, said Yuri Rosenberg, 
group director for the USSR 
Stale Touring Company. “That is 
. why we accommodated a belly 
dancing item to add a local touch 
to the shbw, which seems to be 
very popular," he said. ■

CURRENTLY ON display at the 
Abdul Hamid Foundation Gal¬ 
lery arc the works of artists Mo¬ 
hammad Hussein Abdullah, Ab¬ 
dul Raouf Sham’oun and Khalid 
Kitrcis. Most pieces, whether 
paintings or sculptures, take on 
abstract dimensions. 

Iraqi bom Abdullah is a new¬ 
comer to Jordan, and thus this is 
his first show here. Unlike the 
other two artists, Abdullah 
brought along with him sculp¬ 
tures of different subjects. In his 
works, he incorporates acrylic 
with either clay or gypsum. Such 
pieces include two oval faces 
done in the long faced and lone 
nosed style of the Italian painter 
and sculptor Modigliani. The 
two faces close together are of 
smooth, pure clay surfaces. They 
He on top of a naturally colored 
block of light brown wood. The 
earthy colors and the shape of 
the faces lend the work an Afri¬ 
can atmosphere. The same work 
is repealed in white gypsum, but 




in this case a modem atmos¬ 
phere prevails. This modem 
touch is further explored in Ab¬ 
dullah's brightly colored figures 
in dark blue, green, striking red 
and orange. 

A lot of these pieces utilize 
open spaces as port of the com¬ 
position. A seated figure gives 
the impression of being reposed 
on a chair, but on closer observa¬ 
tion one sees that it is reposed on 
pure space; the two halves of the 
body arc divided into two equal 
parts and each is painted wiLh a 
bright color to contrast with the 
other. A tangible space is evi¬ 
dent between the two halves, and 
rather than distorting the bal¬ 
ance, this harmonizes the spaces 
underneath and in between the 
anatomy. 

Shape is rendered to this head¬ 
less figure by the linos created in 
the gypsum. A knee is clearly 
defined and ribs arc hinted at by 
the clean cut lines dial move in 
the clay. 

Although there are a few ani¬ 
mal depictions, one notices that 
’most of Abdullah's work deals 
with very smooth surfaces and a 
lot of figurative work. In some 
instances, he becomes less spon¬ 
taneous, especially when he 
creates animals. For some of 
these sculptures become more 
’ rigid and siylized. 

As for Sham'oun's acrylics and 
water colors. His colors are rem¬ 
iniscent of Jamal Ashouris work 
where blue and mauve colors 
dominate the paintings. His 
show commences with a large 
painting with brightly colored 
strokes rendering the impression 
of people.

MR ISSAM SALFITI, general 
manager of the Union Bank for 
Savings and Investment (UBSI), 
believes the Jordanian economy 
is recovering and that signs are 
indicating an end to the reces¬ 
sion. "We are around the bottom 
of the recession. The economy 
has started to pick up," says Mr 
Salfiti who says his bank is 
geared to finance development 


estate and the purge in new pro¬ 
jects started by Jordanian expa¬ 
triates who are coining into the 
market with sophisticated ideas. 
"I see a change in the altitude of 
expatriates (towards investing in 
Jordan)," says Mr Salfiti. 

Other encouraging indicators 
involve an increase in bank de¬ 
posits and a rise in the King¬ 


dom's foreign currency reserves. 
"You have to remember that our 
problems (in Jordan and the re¬ 
gion) are mainly political. Slow¬ 
ly these problems will be 
solved," says the Jordanian 
banker. fj 

He sees'great rewards in open¬ 
ing the doors wide to foreign in¬ 
vestors because they could offer 
a solution to the country's en¬ 
demic unemployment problem. 
"We should encourage foreign 
investors. especially Iraqis, to 
cotpe to Jordan and set up their 
business," says Mr Salfiti. fn his 
.opinion, Jordan still offers a lu¬ 
crative investment base, but to 
reach that stage, the country 
must be geared towards services. 
Mr Salfiti staunchly calls for a 
revision in a number of laws and 
regulations that currently impede 
foreign and local investments in¬ 
cluding the income (ax law. 

"The country's future is in in¬ 



dustrial izAion," says Mr Salfiti. 
" Wenhink we will be better 

S ilaced in that sector." His bank 
s already involved in financing 
different industrial projects and 
so far the results have been ex¬ 
cellent. 

Mr Salfiti said that just as in¬ 
terest rates have gone down so 
will lending rates, which already 
started their downward trend by 
about half per cent. "Given the 
right atmosphere we will absorb 


the excess liquidity (now flood¬ 
ing the banking sector).' 1 He says 
he agrees with the Central Bank 
of Jordan (CBJ) policy of con¬ 
trolling the number of banks in 
Jordan and halting the issue of 
new licenses. He says he be¬ 
lieves the CBJ will eventually 
force all banks to increase their 
capitals or seek mergers. 

Mr Salfiti, whose family man¬ 
aged one of the biggest money 
change bureaux in Jordon before 
the 1988 government clamp- 
down, says while the new draft 
law for money exchange compa¬ 
nies is complicated, all banks 
should be allowed to carry out 
money, exchange activities. He 
believes money changers 
should be allowed to work in 
a controlled environment. "If the 
new law means allowing money 
changers to work like banks, 
then why should we have 
banks ?" says Mr Salfiti.

Mr Al Qadi said that the prob¬ 
lem of liquidity is due to structu¬ 
ral factors such as the lack of 
depth of the financial system as a 
whole. "Banks should not aggra¬ 
vate such a problem," he said. 
"Instead they should try and re¬ 
duce liquidity by increasing the 
level of credit facilities and other 
investments." Unfortunately, in¬ 
vestors are limited by the type of 


investments they can get into on 
the domestic level. ^Either they 
pul their money in deposits and 
government bonds or invest in 
the local stock market, he con¬ 
tinued. 

Deposits and government 
bonds which attract an interest 
rate of 7% - 9%, should appeal 
to those investors who are short¬ 
term oriented and who would 
like to stay very close to being 
liquid, Mr Al Qadi added. 

Foreign investors, on the other 
hand, can be attracted to invest¬ 


ing in Jordan if they can have 
high return on their investment 
with low risk and a minimum of 
laws and regulations regarding 
their investment activities. "We 
believe that the proposed invest¬ 
ment law prepared by the Minis¬ 
try of Industry and Trade 
last September goes a long way 
in liberalizing the laws and regu¬ 
lations governing foreign invesl- 
ment,"Mr Al Qadi said. He said 
the the proposed law gives the 
non-Jordanian investor the same 
rights and privileges accorded to 



Jordanian investors. Under die 
proposed law' foreign investors 
can transfer all profits and inter¬ 
ests earned outside the country > 
without any condition. "We be¬ 
lieve that laws of this nature will 
provide a better climate for the 
foreign investor," Mr Al Qadi 
said.

THE MIDDLE East peace con¬

The most important rounds of 
negotiations will Like place three 
days after the ceremonial open¬ 
ing, in bilateral negotiations 
between the Israelis on the one 
side, and the Arabs on the other 
through specialized committees. 

One of the complicated issues 
was solved last week when the 
PLO gave its consent for a Pales- 
tinian delegation to attend the 
conference jointly with a Jorda¬ 
nian delegation. The list contain¬ 
ing names of Palestinian repre¬ 
sentatives from the West Bank 
and Gaza was given to US Sec¬ 
retary of State James Baker be¬ 
fore his travel to Israel earlier 
this week. 

Later on, Palestinian personali¬ 
ty Faisal Husscini, who was 
named by PLO Chairman Yasser 
Arafat as head of the Palestinian 
team to Madrid announced the 
names of the Palestinian team, 
which was divided into a nego¬ 
tiating and an advisory teams.

During tne 
past six months, Al has taken 
care of more than 3000 cases 
worldwide, of whom all have 
been opinion prisoners.

On the situation in the occu¬ 
pied territories, Mr Wilson said, 
''From the beginning, we have 
recognized the importance of 
Amnesty's structure in the West 


Bank and Gaza. We have done 
numerous visits and there is a 
lot of interest there. 

"Even though most Palestini¬ 
ans live under often desperate 
conditions, there is nevertheless 
a recognition that an Amnesty 
group in the territories would 
nave power and strength,” Mr 
Wilson said. 

An appeal letter from some¬ 
body inside the occupied territo¬ 
ries would have a great impact, 
he said. "Someone there who is 
' suffering himself from repres¬ 
sion and yet is concerned 
enough to write a leuer of ap¬ 
peal on behalf of people suffer¬ 
ing from repression in other 
countries would truly be effec¬ 
tive," Mr Wilson said. 

But he added that although 
conditions are difficult, there are 


encouraging signs coming from 
the occupied territories, which 
he will visit next week to talk to 
the Palestinians and see what 
the possibilities there are to 
form Al groups. 

Mr Wilson, who is an Arabist, 
has been involved with Al for 
six years. His interest was 
aroused when he spent three 
years in the West Bank and 
Gaza. 

During his stay in the occu¬ 
pied areas, he worked as a 
teacher in the Birzeit University 
and for a number of press agen¬ 
cies before joining Ars Middle 
East department Why?

Stating our case 

THE CONVENING of the Middle East peace conference next week will 
be a triumph for the forces of peace in the world everywhere. We have to 
believe in this if our participation as Jordanians, Palestinians and Arabs, 
is to have a meaningful justification. It is going to be a challenge of 
wills; between the will to have a just and durable peace in this region of 
the world, and the will to usurp the rights of other nations and disregard 
the laws and conventions that govern our world today. It is going to be a 
test for the survival of law and order in the face of lawlessness and anar¬ 
chy. Furthermore, it is going to be a cornerstone for building a better fu¬ 
ture for the peoples of the Middle East. It Is going to pave the way for a 
new order here in the Arab world based on justice and respect of other 
people's rights.

Still, our pain and that trail of end¬ 
less memories, should not waver us from the goals and objectives of the 
Madrid conference. We go their to continue our struggle and to re-assert 
our belief in the cause and in the defence in what we believe in. We have 
to believe that if our sitting with the enemy is to have a meaning and is 
to be justified to the generations that will come after us. 

We go to Madrid not as a defeated nation, but as a nation that resisted 
when the odds were against it and when the world stood by and let the 
enemy carry out its hideous designs for our land and people. We go there 
with the bitter-sweet memories of our straggle against Israel still fresh in 
our minds. We sit'and negotiate with Israel noMo make compromises 
but to re-affinm our rights before the whole world and for the sake of 
. wh0 sacrificed themselves for the cause because we owe it to them 

We go to Madrid with a message of peace, a just peace based on law 
and conventions. We go there to make & peace that wiU last— an honor¬ 
able peace. We are prepaid for that moment, that historic moment of sit¬ 
ing with an enemy we fought for many decades, an enemy that still 
fights us and still brandishes the gun in our faces. But we are nbt there to 
talk to Israel only. We are there to make our case clear to the whole 
world. A case we have’ not stopped believing in its justice and sacred* 
ness, not for a stogie moment Our negotiators, will have our support be¬ 
cause we know for sure that just as we are certain of the validity and ea- 
uity of our cause, so are they, ■ :, • •

Gaza, A year In the Intifada: A Per¬ 
sonal Account From an Occupied 
Land.

GLORIA EMERSON, a respected jour¬ 
nalist who has covered four wars, includ¬ 
ing Vietnam for The New York Times, has 
written a moving account of the Palestine 
an-Israeli war inside occupied Gaza, a 
rectangular slice of land 28 miles wide on 
the Medilteranean Sea. Her book is ex¬ 
tremely valuable because of her eyewit¬ 
ness stories of the killin|; and beating of 
Palestinians inside this sliver of land with 
its huge refugee camps -- and heavily- 
armed Israeli soldiers, "with the greatest 
swagger that any army ever chose to 
have. 

Many of her stories have a triumphant 
ring: Israeli soldiers ordered Palestinians 
to remove a large Palestinian flag-hanging

from power lines. A Palestinian mother, 
Fatmah, fearing for her sons, stepped for¬ 
ward, a volunteer. She found a pole, took 
down the cloth as an Israeli officer and 
soldiers from the Givati Brigade watched. 
Taking her time she neatly folded the flag, 
held it in her hands for a second and low¬ 
ered her head to kiss it. Only then did she 
hand it over to the officer. The Israelis 
moved to strike. Fatmah stood, frozen, 
awaiting the blows. In that instance, "a 
miracle happened" — a UN van stopped 
and out stepped UNRWA refugee affairs 
officer Fred Brauer. Was there a problem? 
While he engaged them in conversation, 
Fatmah raced home. Safe for the moment. 

But as Emerson makes plain, there are 
few such miracles, as the Israelis shoot 
and beat with little or no interference. She 
quotes the Anglican Archbishop of South 
Africa, Desmond Tutu, who visited Jeru¬ 
salem and said a prayer for the Palestinian 
victims of the Sacra and Shatila massacre. 

"I am a black South African and if 1 were 
to change the names, a description of 
what is happening in Gaza and the West 
Bank could describe events in South Afri- 
ca -" 

Emerson went to live a while in Gaza, 
one-fifteen ih tire size of the West Bank — 
because the Intifada began there. As she 
learned, each stone the Palestinians threw 
"was the answer to the long years when 
they were kept on their knees." 

Emerson pays special tribute to Raji 
Sourani, a Gaza lawyer, repeatedly arrest¬ 
ed, jailed and beaten — "but that only 
made him a more powerful presence for 
the best men were put in prison and it was 
expected of male patriots." She quotes the 
36-year-old lawyer. "When they put this 
hood on your head, saturate it with water 
and close it — weU, if it is closed for 40 
seconds you are deeply thinking you are 
going to die. They expel tear gas inside it 
too." 

Once after the Israelis momentarily re¬ 
moved the hood, Sourani saw a Shin Bet 
officer sitting with his feet up on a desk, 
the picture of a man completely relaxed 
and confident 

"Crucify him,” the Israeli said to the 
others. "IL was the order to shackle the 
prisoner on an iron door with bars, one 
aim manacled high above his head and 
the other aim below his waist so the body 
: could not be straightened. And this is how 
> he stayed until he fainted and found him¬ 
self back in his cell." Sourani told Emer¬ 
son he wanted to survive in order to do 
honor to the men who had gone before 
' him in that grimy, desolate room: "It was 
! only to be borne if you thought of. all of 
I those who had gone before you, the others 
i who had crawled through every inch of
